The education ot young ladies is be- 


ing revolutionized. Many families of 
high social standing are beginning to 
teach their daughters practical book- 
keeping and business methods, instead 
of such accomplishments as painting 
and music, The proportion of young 
ladies who are able to earn their own 
livelihood has greatly increased in the 
last ten yeais 
Nowadays it is a com- 


mon thing to see young womej occu- 
pying important clerical positions in 
large business houses, and they do their 
work as well as man. Why, it scarcely 
pays a young man now to learn stenog- 
raphy or book-keeping, for young 
women are invading that territory and 
driving men to other pursuits. Look 
about in St. Louis and you will be sur- 
prised to learn how many young ladies 
ave acting as private secretaries, clerks, 
accountants and stenographers. The 
young men aro surely but slowly being 
driven into sterner iields of labor, and 
in, a few yeais move, if women advance 
in the same i.itio ai in the past decade, 
there will be no m ilp clerks behind the 
counters 
Young men will have to 


adopt tiadcs ind professions that by 
natuie are unfitted lov tlse employment 
ol women. But it K all for the best; 
clerical work is tommiuc in its charac- 
ter, and vigorous, strong-minded men 
will not consent to sell neckties or keep 
a set of books foi a livelihood. Such 
work belongs to the rising generation 
of women. Tho slender, pale-faced 
Toung man, whose white, sott hands 
uo never soiled with manly labor, will 
have to seek fi esh pastures in the neav 
future, foi', as tho practical education 
of women ach ances it means that they 
they will be shong competitois of men 
in all indoor ivovk wheio mental clev- 
erness and physical dexterity ave re- 
quired 
The practical education of 


women will give them strength and in- 
dependence; ]t ^ill enable many wom- 
en to relieve iamily distresses by con- 
tributing to family support, and make 
wives the invaluable counselors and as- 
sistants of thpiv husbands.—St. Lotas 
Globe-Democm t. 


OFF WITH THE HORNS. 


The Only Successful Way of Subduing 


Qutlrrelaome Cows. 


"An ounce of experience is worth a 


pound of theoiy." 
I have a young 


grade Jeisey cow which has been an 
inveterate fighter from a calf. 
Having 


recently pm chased some Jersey cows, 
mild, inoffensive animals, she was the 
terror of then live1:; especially when 
brought into my small milking yard. 
I had read much about dehovning but 
could hardly bring myself to act upon 
it until my best Jeisey cow was brought 
in with a bloody lip in her side. This 
brought my blood to the proper tem- 
perature notwithstanding my feav of 
a loss of milk early in October. Pro- 
viding a sharp saw, a pot of warm tar 
and some loose cotton, she was secured 
and a horn sawed off closed to the head. 
The moment it was done a bunch of 
the cotton saturated with tar was ap- 
plied to the stump, and contiguous 
hair was pulled into it and there was 
scarcely any bleeding or exposure. 
The other horn was served likewise and 
she was turned loose with no bad re- 
sults or loss o± millj. 


I have watched, her education since 


with some interest. She has had some 
inclination to push as usual, but her 
sensitive stumps remind her of the im- 
propriety and she contents herself with 
shaking her head. The others find she 
is no longer a dangerous animal. She 
is a valuable young cow that I shall 
keep until past usefulness. I would 
not have hev horns replaced and kept 
on for ten dollars. I shtfuld consider 
all my cows if dehorned worth from 
three to five dollars per head more in- 
stead of less, as a lecent correspandent 
writes of seeing the effects on a cow. 
I immediately dehorned my six months 
old heifer calves and shall proceed with 
my other j oung cows when they are

THE BIGGEST CLOCK. 


Size of the Etaorraoiu 
Tline*Pleca for 


Philadelphia'* City Hall. 


Philadelphia is coming to time, and 


vice versa. The clock that is to be 
put into the tower of the public build- 
ing at Philadelphia is to be a grand af- 
fair. The dial will be twenty-five feet 
m diameter, and the center of the dial 
will be 861 feet above the street. 
The 


dial will be illuminated by electricity, 
and it is calculated that the time can 
bo seen at night from any point in the 
city, and with a field-glass the position 
of the hands can be distinguished at a 
distance of fifteen miles. The minute 
hand of the clock will be twelve feet 
long, and the hour hand will measure 
nine feet in length. The size of the 
Roman iigui 05 on the dial will be two 
feet eight inches in length. A steam 
engine will be place in the tower to 
wind the clock up every day. The 
clock-makers who have been invited to 
give their views concerning the build- 
ing of the clock all say that nobody 
in this country is able to build such 
an enormous time-piece. It will take 
a whole year to place the clock ma- 
chinery in the tower after the building 
has been completed. The bell for the 
clock is to weigh between 20,000 and 
25,000 pounds, and will be calculated 
to peal out so loud that it can be heard 
in the distant parts of the city. There 
will bewhat are known as Westminster 
chimes, and they will ring on the 
quarter, half, three-quarters and hour. 
The bell will be the next heaviest on 
the continent 
The heaviest is in the 


cathedral in Montreal and weighs 28,- 
000 pounds.—Xational Labor Trtbunt.

Danville— A Personal Sketch.

delate Dr. W. H. Mitchell, all assem- 
bled to pay their last tribute of respect 
'to the venerable citizen who had resided 
in the community, nearly 40 years. Ap- 
propriate mufic was furnished by the 
church choir, and the sermon was de- 
livered by Rev. T. I. Coultas, pastor of 
Kimber church, Danville, former pastor 
of the Decatur church. Bev. James 
Miller assisted in the service by offering 
prayer. Bev. Coultas took for his text 
the second .verse of the third chapter of 
I. John: 


"Beloved, now are we the sons ot God, and it 
doth not yet appear what we shall be; but we 
mow that when He shall appear we shall be 
ike Him, for we shall see Him aa He Is." 


At the close of the thoughtful and 


affecting sermon the clergyman read the 
'ollowing personal sketch of the deceased: 


Dr. William Henry Mitchell, was born in Boh? 


tourt county. State ot Virginia, April 0, 1798, and 
departed this life at his residence, 327 West 
Prairie street, Friday, 1'ebruary 24th, at 0 :45 a. 
m., A. D., 1388, aged 89 years, 10 mouths and 15 
days. He emigrated with his parents to Illinois 
n the year 1318, settled In the city of Belleville, 
3t. Clalr county, and alter one or two years resi- 
dence there he returned to Virginia, where he 
commenced the study ot medicine under the tui- 
tion of his brother-in-law. Dr. Phillips of that 
state. About the srear 1822-23, he entered a med- 
cal school in the city of Philadelphia and after a 
'our years course commenced the practice of 
medicine first in Tennessee then In Alabama. 
He remained in these states but a tew years, 
vhen he returned to Belleville, Illinois, and en 
gaged in the practice of his profession until 
about the year 1835 or 30, when ills father and 
nother being pressed with age and iullrmity, he 
etlred from his practice and returned to the old 
tomestead, four miles cast of Belleville, to take 
:are of his parents and lilt the burdens and care 
rom the shoulders of aire and infirmity, throw 
unllglit and strew flowers along tlie path ot 
heir declining yeacs. 
He was twice married. At (he age of 30 ho was 


inited in marriage to MissGeilsMiiiervaMoore, 
)f Virginia; of the fruits of this marriage there 
vere two sons and one daughter; the sons both 
lied in childhood, the daughter is the wife of 
Mr. A, B, Davidson, of Lexington, Illinois. His 
econd marriage was to Mrs. Elizabeth lidmund- 
on, of Waterloo, Monroe county, Illinois, May 
st, 1845; two children, a daughter and a son, 
were the fruit o£ this marriage. The son, James 
Mitchell, died in childhood; the daughter, Mrs. 
'oseph Shellabargcr, of Topeka, Kansas, who 
vithMrs. Davidson, live to cherish with fond 
lemories the many virtues of their loved and 
enerable father. 
Ho was one of the younger members of his 
ather's family of twelve children, all of whom 
ved to adult age and all of whom married. He 
vas the last survivor of this remarkable family 
nd reached the most advanced age although 
ome of them, (at least two,) were octogenarians 
ong before they yielded to the demands of death, 
he doctor was reared in a i ^ristian homo, his 


father and mother being numbered amoriR the 
arly Methodists of Old Virginia one hundred 
ears ago, Ho was converted and united with 
le Methodist Episcopal church in the summer 
f 1842 or 43. He was strongly attached to the

Wlien lie 
rst opened His eyes upon the Blue nidge, the 
bcnandoah Valley and the historic James, he 
eheklthc church of his choice in its infancy, 
ruggling for life, but before the close of his 
ng and peaceful life, he found the infant dc- 
eloped into vigorous young manhood, number- 
ng more than four and one-half millions in the 
uited States alone.
